My dear student friends, 


The first question in the Catechism of old was: ''Why did God make me?"... ''to 
know, love and serve God here on earth so that one day we would be happy with Him for- 
ever.''

apologizing for it, but loving their Catholic belief so much that their enthusiasm over it, 
over the love and service of God, infects those with whom they come into contact. Dear 
parents and dear student friends, this is what Catholic education is meant to accomplish; 
that is the reason why Catholic schools are built in your parish...the result of YOUR 
sacrificial charity. God love and reward you for it. 

Sincere congratulations are in order for the coming graduates of Grade 12, and to 
their parents who thought enough and so much of you that they saw to it - through prayer 
and sacrifice - that your education would be a thoroughly Christian and Catholic one.
